* Author acquaints us, Forty ſix Knights were 
created, after they had watched a whole

ment and Bath; and at their Creation, they 


were inveſted with long green Coats, with 
ſtrait Sleeves. furr'd with Minever : Each 


Knight on his Left Shoulder had a double 
String of white Silk, with Taſſels at the End; 
and their Heads were covered with great 


Hoods, furr'd as their Sleeves, in the Form of 


thoſe uſed by Prelates. 


Nor is it to be wonder'd at, that this Order 


was diſtinguiſh'd in this Manner, ſince it was 
always looked upon as an Order ſacred to 
Peace, and greatly different from the Military 


Orders of the Kingdom, as well in the Formu- 


lary obſerv'd at its Celebration, viz. Its pre- 
paratory Vigils, and the Embrace and Kiſs of 
Peace given by the Sovereign, as from the 


Nature of its Obligation, and the Oath taken 


by its Members: And Ingulfus, who lived at 
the Time of the Conquelt, informs us, That 


in his Days, a folemn Confeſſion, Vigils in the 


Church, receiving the Sacrament, offering the 
Sword on the Altar, and redeeming it, Oc. 


were ſacred Forms, uſed from long Time be- 


fore, in conferring this Dignit y. 
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And, ſo remarkably Ancient and Honoura- 
ble is this Order, that it is, with good Grounds, 
conjectur d by ſome Authors, to have been 
the Model on which many other ancient ones 
have been formed; and a certain * judicious 
2 Writer is doubtful, whether the Royal Foun- 
der of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, 
might not, in ſundry Inſtances, copy from 
this Precedent.

Whence being called in Order by the OM- 
cers of Arms (with their Coats upon their 
Arms) between their Two Eſquires, and

After Supper ( which, as 
alſo the Dinner next Day, was provided at 
the Royal Expence) the Treaſurer and Comp- 
troller of the Houſehold, welcom'd them, at 
the upper End of the Room, from the King, 
and conducted them to their Lodgings, where 
they were lodged in Pallets, covered with 
Red Say, each having a Demi-Teſter, with- 
out Curtains, of the ſame Stuff, and an Eſ- 
cutcheon of Arms on every Teſter. At the 
Foot of every Pallet (which were ſet at equal 
Diſtance, both in the Painted Chamber, and 
Houſe of Lords) was a Bathing-Tub, cover'd 
without with 'Twenty, or Twenty-four Ells 
of fine Linnen, with a croſs Hoop over it, 
covered with Red Say, and a Carpet at the 
Side of it. The Rooms being clear'd, each 
bathed himſelf more or leſs, as he thought fit, 
and ſo went to Reſt. |
